707  Students  to  Receive  Degrees

First  session  of  summer  school 
will  commence  with  registration 
in  the  fieldhouse  Monday,  June 
13,  according  to  acting  director 
of  summer  school,  Dr.  Howard 
T.  Reid. 

Dr.  Reid  stated  that  students 
who  are  attending  BYU  spring 
quarter  would  not  need  to  make 
arrangements  for  attendance  at 
summer  school  but  that  packets 
would  be  already  prepared  for 
registration.  He  said,  however, 
that  those  who  are  not  now  in 
attendance  would  be  required  to 
check  with  the  university  before 
registration  day  so  that  packets 
would  be  ready  for  them. 

Day  and  evening  courses  in 
academic  and  professional  sub- 
jects will  be  offered  those  attend- 
ing and  Reid  stated  that  a total 
of  580  courses  in  40  departments 
are  scheduled. 

Any  questions  regarding 
schooling  under  the  GI  bill  should 
be  referred  to  the  veteran’s  co- 
ordinator at  BYU,  who  advises 
veterans  that  they  will  need  a 
copy  of  their  discharge  (form 
DD-214)  as  part  of  their  applica- 
tion. Those  "planning  to  claim  de- 
pendents should  also  have  birth 
certificates  and  marriage  licenses 
available. 

Classwork  of  the  first  term  of 
summer  school  is  scheduled  to 
begin  June  14  and  to  end  July  15. 
Registration  for  second  term  and 
class  work  begins  July  18  and 
ends  August  19  with  the  Eighti- 
eth Summer  convocation. 

Housing  will  be  available  to 
summer  school  students,  accord- 
ing to  Fred  Schwendiman,  direct- 
or of  student  housing.  Knight- 
Mangum  Hall,  with  single  or 
double  rooms,  will  be  opened  to 
women  students.  W y m o u n t 
Dorms  have  single  and  double 
rooms  for  men  students.  Heritage 
Halls  are  apartments  which 
house  six  women  and  have  wash- 
ing and  cooking  facilities. 

Other  off-campus  housing  is 
also  available  to  students. 
Further  information  concerning 
housing  can  be  obtained  by  in- 
quiring at  the  BYU  office  of 
student  housing.  All  meals  will 
be  served  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
cafeteria  located  in  the  basement 


of  the  Joseph  Smith  building. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  sum- 
mer sessions  will  include  a num- 
ber of  conferences  of  teachers, 
administrators,  and  audio-visual 
aids.  Clinics  in  music,  speech  and 
hearing  are  scheduled.  Work- 
shops  in  education,  science, 
language,  health,  and  theatre 
will  be  held. 

Special  events  planned  this 
summer  will  feature  the  32nd 
annual  Leadership  conference,  a 
music  festival,  summer  plays, 
and  a summer  opera.  Lyceums 
are  planned  and  Paganini  quar- 
tet is  returning  for  the  eighth 
consecutive  summer.  Assemblies 
and  devotionals  are  to  be  held 
both  terms  each  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  third  period,  9:45-10:45. 

Many  prominent  visiting  in- 
structors will  teach  during  sum- 
mer sessions,  said  Dr.  Reid.  Any 
information  concerning  summer 
school  can  be  obtained  from  the 
direcctor  of  the  summer  school, 
Dr.  H.  T.  Reid. 

Scarcity  of  Voters 
Causes  Failure 
Of  Six  Proposals 

Six  proposed  studentbody  con- 
stitutional amendments  failed  to 
pass  last  week  when  less  than 
the  required  50  per  cent  of  the 
studentbody  voted. 

Slightly  more  than  2,000  votes 
were  cast,  1,000  short  of  the  50 
per  cent,  according  to  Dee  Jacobs, 
elections  committee  chairman. 
The  six  measures  will  be  dead 
unless  next  year’s  legislative 
council  re-proposes  them,  Jacobs 
said. 

Five  of  the  amendments  were 
concerned  with  reorganization  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  and  one 
eased  restrictions  on  use  of  the 
block- Y emblem. 

Amendments  wQuld  have  de- 
creased the  number  of  ex-officio 
representatives  in  Legislative 
Council,  would  have  changed  the 
name  to  Senate,  and  would  have 
provided  for  a Senate  president 
elected  from  the  Senate  body. 


String  Quartet 
Comes  to  BYU 
For  8th  Series 

Paganini  quartet  will  return 
to  Brigham  Young  University  for 
the  eighth  consecutive  summer 
as  artists-in-residence  at  summer 
school. 

They  will  provide  a major  lec- 
ture series  for  advanced  music 
students  and  will  also  be  heard 
in  ten  concerts  during  the  seven- 
teenth annual  Summer  Music 
Festival. 

The  quartet  is  composed  of 
Henri  Temianka,  violin;  Gustave 
Rosseel,  violin;  Charles  Foidart, 
viola,  and  Lucierv  La  Port,  cello. 
The  four  artists  knew  each  other 
for  many  years  in  Belguim  be- 
fore forming  the  quartet. 

First  appearance  of  the  quartet 
was  in  1936  when  it  played  a 
series  of  six  concerts  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  Thus,  despite  the  Europ- 
ean background  of  its  members, 
the  group  is  heralded  as  being 
a “great  quartet  born  on  Americ- 
an soil.” 

From  its  inception,  the  Pagan- 
ini quartet  was  recognized  as  a 
major  addition  to  the  concert 
scene.  Since  its  debut,  the  group 
has  played  hundreds  of  concerts 
through  the  United,  Canada,  and 
Europe. 

The  group  derives  its  name 
from  the  famous  Stradivarius 
instruments  it  plays. 

All  four  were  owned  by  the 
virtuoso  Paganini  more  than  a 
century  ago.  After  his  death  they 
were  dispersed  and  were  brought 
together  again  in  1945  when  the

Ezra  Taft  Benson,  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  United 
States  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
will  receive  the  honorary  Public 
Service  doctoral  degree.  He  will 
also  be  the  Baccalaureate 
speaker. 

Elder  Harold  B.  Lee,  also  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  will  receive  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Christian 
Service. 

The  honorary  Doctor  of  Law 
degree  will  be  awarded  Irving 
S.  Olds,  director  and  former 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
U.  S.  Steel  Corporation.  He  will 
be  the  speaker  for  commence- 
ment services. 

Valedictorian  will  be  B.  Kent 
Harrison,  a physics  major  from 
Spanish  Fork.  He  has  attained  a 
2.96  grade  point  average. 

Baccalaureate  services  will  be 
held  Thursday  evening.  The  aca- 
demic procession  will  begin  at 
6:45,  and  service  will  begin  at 
7:30.

Since  this  is  the  time  of  year 
when  loose  ends  are  tied  and  re- 
ports are  made,  we  thought  the 
studentbody  might ' be  interested 
in  a summary  of  the  activities 
of  the  Honor  Council  this  year. 
We  are  sometimes  unjustly  ac- 
cused of  being  a rather  useless, 
ineffectual  body  with  a lofty 
sounding  title  and  a merciless 
courtroom  procedure.  In  complet- 
ing our  year’s  active  work  we 
present  the  following  summary 
of  our  activities: 

The  total  number  of  cases 
handled  by  the  Council  this  year 
was  138.  During  the  same  period 
last  year,  the  Council  handled  78 
cases.  Research  has  shown  that 
the  increase  in  cases  is  not  due  to 
an  increase  in  violations,  but 
rather  to  increased  student  sup- 
port. 

Several  areas  of  student  honor 
were  included  in  this  total; 
academic  cheating,  Word  of  Wis- 
dom violation,  infractions  of  cam- 
pus policies,  and  several  miscel- 
laneous violations.  These  stud- 
ents were  contacted  by  Honor 
Counselors  and  oriented  as  to 
their  responsibility  to  the  school 
and  to  their  fellow  students. 
Over  90%  of  these  students  res- 
ponded to  the  help  offered  by  the 
Honor  Council  and  have  been 
able  to  overcome  their  respective 
weaknesses.  In  a few  other  cases, 
the  Council  found  it  necessary  to 
recommend  to  the  administration 
that  certain  students  be  suspend- 
ed from  the  university. 

Under  the  Honor  Code,  we  are 
charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  assisting  each  other  to  main- 
tain the  standards  of  the  univer- 
sity. Our  purpose  in  this  is  two- 
fold: to  protect  the  reputation  of 
the  school  and  to  provide  for  the 
studentbody  the  opportunity  of 
learning  in  an  atmosphere  of 
L.D.S.  standards.  We  welcome  all 
students,  but  we  cannot  sacrifice 
the  reputation  and  standards  of 


for  their  devotion  to  the  cause 
which  has  brought  them  here. 
The  scholastic  record  of  B.Y.U. 
is  due  to  these  men  and  women 
who  labor  in  our  behalf.  Con- 
trary to  some  opinions,  the  work 
load  at  B.Y.U.  is  as  great  or 
greater  here  than  at  other  under- 
graduate institutions,  and  the 
caliber  of  student  produced  at 
graduation  is  as  high  if  not  high- 
er than  most. 

It  has  been  proven  statistical- 
ly that,  on  the  average,  students 
who  transfer  from  other  univer- 
sities make  lower  grades  at 
B.Y.U.  than  they  made  prior  to 
enrollment  here,  and  that  those 
who  leave  here,  on  the  average, 
make  higher  grades  elsewhere. 
The  name  B.Y.U.  has  acquired 
for  having  graduate  students 
accepted  is  an  indication  of  its 
academic  achievement.  Harvard 
Graduate  Business  School  accepts 
only  about  15  or  20  per  cent  of 
those  who  apply.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  every  student 
who  applied  from  the  “Y”  was 
accepted.  This  is  not  restricted  to 
the  College  of  Commerce,  but  is 
evidenced  in  many  other  areas  of 
study  as  well.  Even  though  our 
academic  standing  is  a creditable 
one,  however,  we  are  sure  that 
B.Y.U.  cannot  be  satisfied  by 
this  comparison  with  others,  and 
every  attempt  should  be  made  by 
students  and  faculty  alike  to 
transcend  records  of  the  past. 

There  has  been  a trend  in  the 
past  to  intellectualize  our  social 


our  school  and  Church  for  the 
convenience  of  those  who  would 
only  tear  them  down. 

I would  personally  like  to 
thank  all  of  you  who  have  either 
approved  or  disapproved  by  ef- 
forts and  thoughts  in  writing 
these  articles.  Your  comments 
have  made  possible  many  im- 
provements in  the  administering 
of  our  Code. 

Mere  words  could  never  ex- 
press the  Council’s  appreciation 
for  the  terrific  cooperation  that 
we  have  received  from  the 
faculty  and  the  administration. 
We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to 
the  Counseling  Service,  Wayne 
Wright  in  particular,  for  the  un- 
numbered hours  that  have  been 
spent  in  teaching  the  Council 
members  the  use  of  counseling 


activity  which  we  would  like  to 
emphasize  as  one  that  is  good, 
and  we  would  recommend  pur- 
suit of  a furtherance  of  this 
trend  just  as  rapidly  as  attitude 
will  permit.  We  feel  certain  that 
the  social  activities  on  campus 
can  be  geared  to  more  fully  com- 
pliment our  academic  pursuits 
than  they  have  in  the  past.  We 
think  inter-unit  debating  and  this 
type  of  thing  is  a big  step  in  the 
right  direction.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  there  is  too  much 
activity  on  campus  for  the  ex- 
panding studentbody,  but  rather 
that  to  some  degree  the  emphasis 
should  be  shifted. 

As  graduating  seniors,  we 
would  like  to  leave  two  quota- 
tions with  you,  which  upon  due 
consideration  we  feel  have  real 
significance.  A statement  from 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes:  he  said, 
“It  doesn’t  matter  as  much  where 
you  stand  as  it  does  the  direction 
in  which  you  are  moving.”  One 
other  statement  by  Thoreau 
made  in  Walden:  he  said,  “The 
artist  left  the  orchard  having 
enjoyed  the  most  beautiful  part, 
while  the  crusty  old  farmer 
thought  he  had  got  a few  wild 
apples  only”.  We  would  like  to 
see  each  student  in  this  institu- 
tion be  an  artist  in  this  respect.

In  1951  Nick  Mateljan,  the 
perennial  freshman,  was  a genu- 
ine greenling,  Jerry  Turner  was 
a BMOC  and  Kirk  Hart,  Dick 
Wells  and  Dallin  Gardner,  all 
missionaries  now,  directed  the 
class. 

The  football  team  had  one  of 
its  better  seasons,  winning  six, 
losing  three  and  tying  one.  In 
basketball  also,  we  had  another 
successful  season. 

Les  Brown  Comes 

1951-53  saw  Prom  chairman 
Wally  Hunt  bring  Les  Brown  and 
his  band  of  renown  to  the  cam- 
pus for  the  first  big-name  band 
Prom  in  a long,  long  time. 

We  got  a new  president  that 
year.  Ernest  L.  Wilfcinson  gave 
up  a lucrative  law  practice  to 
come  west  and  take  over  the 
reigns  of  this  growing  university. 

Two  obscure  returned  mission- 
aries got  their  pictures  in  the 
Banyan  a total  of  four  times  that 
year.  Roger  Sant  and  Lloyd 
George  were  back  on  campus, 
and  hardly  anyone  noticed  it — 
then. 

The  Universe  inaugurated  the 
Bibler  Bounce  in  1953,  and  Dr. 
Steward  “Stew”  Grow  had  the 
honor  of  being  named  the  first 
of  a growing  list  of  illustrious 
Snarfs. 

In  basketball,  the  Y had  a suc- 
cessful season,  but  then  saw  Joe 
Richey  and  Harold  Christensen 
graduate — two  of  the  greatest 
basketball  stars  ever  to  wear  the 
blue  and  white. 


1953-54  saw  some  drastic 
changes  in  student  government, 
new  queens,  new  dances,  and  a 
new  mascot.  Cosmo  Cougar  made 
his  first  public  appearance,  and 
the  pep  committee  managed  to 
keep  his  identity  secret  until  the 
last  home  basketball  game  of  the 
year,  when  Danny  Gallego  was 
“unveiled.” 

The  McKay  Building  went  un- 
der construction,  and  students 
kept  attendance  up  at  assemblies 
as  a parade  of  well  known  speak- 
ers and  student  talent  made  its 
way  across  the  stage  of  the 
George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Tough  to  Remember 

And  so  we  come  to  this  year. 
It’s  a little  hard  to  remember 
everything,  or  even  everybody. 
We  were  hopeful  during  football 
season,  happy  during  basketball 
and  overjoyed  with  a great  track 
team. 

We’re  leaving  now,  all  of  us. 
The  students,  the  scholars,  the 
politicians,  the  queens,  the  ath- 
letes, the  lovers,  the  A students, 
the  B students,  the  C students, 
and  even  a few  of  the  rest  of 
us.  We’re  leaving  and  all  we’ll 
take  are  the  friends  and  the 
memories. 

But  before  leaving,  most  of  us 
will  walk  out  to  the  point  of  the 
campus,  and  take  a last  look  at 
the  city,  the  mountains  and  the 
Y up  above  the  valley,  and  re- 
member that  we  can  never  really 
leave.  We’re  part  of  the  Y now, 
just  as  all  those  who  have  gone 
before  us  are  a part  of  it.  We 
belong  to  the  past  and  the  "future, 
and  we  can  never  really  separate 
ourselves  from  all  that  the  Y 
stands  for.  So  we’ll  pack  our 
bags,  say  goodbye  to  everyone 
we  can  think  of  and  make  room 
for  next  year’s  freshmen!

these  summer  plans,  the  Brigham 
Young  Universe  presents  a spec- 
ial building  section  today  which 
will  list  and  elaborate  on  the 
various  building  projects. 

Many  summer  building  pro- 
jects will  be  small  and  seeming- 
ly insignificant,  but  they  all  fit 
into  a pattern  of  campus  im- 
provement. 

Some  of  these  projects  are  the 
two  new  stadium  rest  rooms  near 
the  East  side  of  the  stadium,  the 
establishment  at  the  north  end 
of  the  campus  of  the  first  perma- 
nent student  parking  lot  on  cam- 
pus, the  re-landscaping  and  curb 
installation  of  the  area  of  the 
Maeser,  Grant  Library,  and  Brim- 
hall  Buildings,  and  the  start  of 
construction  on  six  new  tennis 
courts  north  of  the  present  court 
area. 

The  new  student  parking  area 
will  have  paving,  curbings,  and 
drainage,  according  to  Leland 
Perry,  director  of  the  Physical 
Plant. 

Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  cau- 
tioned students  not  to  think  that 
the  new  future  development 
model  pictured  on  this  page  is 
complete  or  unchangeable,  “since 
studies  and  research  are  always 
underway  to  determine  the  best 
ways  of  improving  the  physical 
facilities  of  the  University.” 

“This  large  building  program 
indicates  the  vision  which  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees have  for  the  great  future 
of  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity,” Pres.  Wilkinson  added.

Botany  Lab  Finished  in  June 


PLANT  STUDY  HALL— The  new 
$150,000  Botanical  Laboratory  is 
now  under  construction  and  expected 


to  be  finished  and  turned  over  to  the 
school  in  time  for  the  beginning  of 
summer  school  when  it  starts  June  13. 


The  new  $150,000  Botanical  Laboratory 
building  is  expected  to  be  turned  over  to 
the  University  early  in  June,  according 
to  Ben  E.  Lewis,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity assistant  treasurer.  Construction 
on  the  lab,  storage  and  greenhouse  area 
was  begun  last  fall  by  Groneman  and 
Company,  contractors. 

When  the  building  is  opened  to  the 
public,  students  will  see  several  new  in- 
ventions. Two  dome  lighting  windows  will 
admit  sunlight  into  one  of  the  planting 
rooms.  All  the  walls  are  painted  on  the 
interior  and  in  two  colors  in  the  work- 
rooms. The  ceiling  is  covered  with  celo- 
tex  acoustical  tiles  which  decreases  sound. 

Large  glass  windows  permit  the  maxi- 
mum natural  light  in  the  laboratories. 
Other  large  windows  on  the  inner  por- 
tion of  the  building  give  a view  of  the 
greenhouses  and  outdoor  plantings  from 
the  main  floor  hallway.  Most  of  the  lower 
level  rooms  also  have  windows. 

One  of  the  main  features  if  the  new 
building  pointed  out  bby  Dr.  Bertrand  F. 
Harrison,  Botany  professor,  is  the  large 


blue-tinted  plate  glass  window  on  the 
south  side  of  the  building.  This  Window 
runs  from  the  ground  to  the  room,  provid- 
ing light  for  the  main  stairway  and 
hall.  On  the  stair  landing  is  a planting 
box  which  Dr.  Harrison  said  would  con- 
tain a Joshua  tree,  cacti,  Brigham  tea 
and  perhaps  other  botanical  representa- 
tives of  Southern  .Utah. 

There  are  three  major  laboratory  areas 
with  accompanying  work  rooms  and  stor- 
age areas.  Dr.  Harrison  stated  “the  whole 
brick  portion  is  designed  to  provide  ser- 
vices associated  with  growing  plants  in 
the  greenhouse.  The  labs  are  for  that 
type  of  study  which  involves  growing 
plants.”  Other  study  plants  not  requiring 
greenhouse  protetcion  will  be  used  for 
landscaping  around  the  building. 

The  8th  North  and  6th  East  site  can 
later  be  occupied  entirely  by  botanical 
departments  as  the  need  arises,  Lewis 
has  said.  The  present  building  is  “design- 
ed in  such  a way  that  it  can  be  added 
to  easily,”  he  added.  . 


Health  Center  Going  Up  Fast 


With  an  expected  August  15  completion 
date,  the  exterior  of  the  new  health 
center  indicates  the  progress  being  made. 

Costing  approximately  $300,000,  the 
new  structure,  opposite  Knight-Mangum 
Residence  Hall,  will  house  the  Health 
department  on  the  main  floor  and  include 
the  following  rooms  and  facilities: 

Emergency  operating  and  examing 
room,  lead-lined  X-ray  room,  hypothera- 
py  room,  3 large  treatment  rooms,  wait- 
ing room  and  reception  office,  nurses 
lounge,  five  2-bed  rooms,  and  2 1-bed 
rooms. 

On  the  lower  level  will  be  found  the 
Air  Force  ROTC  facilities,  which  include 


supply  storage,  record  room,  offices,  proj- 
ect room,  reception  room,  receiving  and 
repair  room,  cadet  room,  staff  meeting 
room,  and  a library. 

There  will  be  a variety  of  color  in  the 
rooms  and  extensive  use  of  structural 
tile  in  the  hallways,  according . to  Ben 
Lewis.  Landscaping  will  include  outside 
planters  at  the  front  entrance.  A partial 
road  will  be  used  East  and  West  of  the 
building  for  service  access,  and  summer 
landscaping  plans  call  for  the  complete 
landscaping  of  the  hill  area. 

Pres.  Wilkinson  stated  that  the  present 
Health  Center  would  probably  be  used 
by  the  Public  Relations  Department.

Men’s  Dorm  Buildings 
Biggest  1955  Project 


Probably  the  biggest  single 
project  to  be  undertaken  by  the 
University  this  summer  is  the 
starting  of  the  multi-million  dol- 
lar men’s  residence  halls  to  be 
located  one-fourth  mile  north  of 
campus.  The  dormitories  will 
cover  15  acres  and  are  of  a “ram- 
bling” type  with  extensive  use 
of  glass  and  blond  brick.  Antici- 
pated to  house  830  male  students, 
the  unit  will  be  composed  of  four 
sleeping  buildings  with  one  cen- 
tral commons. 

200  Men  Each 

The  dorms  themselves  will 
house  approximately  200  students 
each  and  are  on  two  levels.  There 
will  be  study  and  rest  room  fa- 
cilities for  each  group  of  35  stu- 
dents. Exterior  stairs  have  been 
planned  to  cut  down  on  hall 
noise  and  add  artistic  effect  to 
the  buildings  through  the  use  of 
multi-colored  window  panes. 

Individual  rooms  will  have  only 
two  occupants  and  include  a four 
foot  closet,  built-in  chests,  two 
beds  that  can  be  used  as  sofas 
during  the  day,  and  two  circular 
desks  with  filing  cabinets,  book- 
case, typing  stand,  and  picture 
window,  according  to  Fred 
Schwendiman. 


The  central,  or  commons,  build- 
ing will  provide  two  dining  halls 
with  a large  commercial  kitchen 
between  them.  “Trayvayers”  will 
move  dirty  dishes  from  the  eat- 
ing area  to  the  kitchen,  although 
the  cafeteria  type  of  food  pick-up 
will  still  be  used.  Other  facilities 
in  the  main  building  are  meeting 
rooms,  a visitor’s  room,  mail 
room,  office  and  manager’s 
apartment.  Picture  windows  will 
permit  full  appreciation  of  spo- 
cious  landscaping  that  will  frame 
the  buildings. 

Under  the  direction  of  Arnold 
Ehlers,  the  Church  Architect’s  of- 
fice hopes  to  have  the  plans  done 
during  August  with  occupation 
expected  for  September,  1956,  ac- 
cording to  Lewis.  The  entire  five 
buildings  will  include  190,000 
square  feet  allowing  237.5  square 
feet  per  resident. 

President  Wilkinson  said  that 
it  was  not  the  University’s  plan 
to  provide  housing  for  all  stu- 
dents on  campus.  But  to  attend  to 
the  need  of  the  rapidly  increasing 
studentbody  over  and  above  those 
students  which  the  town  can  pro- 
vide housing  for. 


Family  Living  Building 
To  Fill-in  BYU  Quad 


Anticipated  to  get  underway 
during  July  is  another  of  the 
University’s  major  building  pro- 
jects, the  new  Joseph  F.  Smith 
Family  Living  Center. 

Recently  named  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  sixth  presi- 
dent of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  it 
will  be  “half  again  as  large  as 
the  McKay  Building”  and  go  to 
bid  immediately  following  com- 
pletion of  the  final  architectural 
plans,  June  15,  according  to 
Pres.  Wilkinson. 

The  new  three  story  structure 
will  complete  the  quadrangle 
presently  composed  of  the  McKay 
Building,  Smith  Building  and  Ey- 
ring  Science  Center  and  require 
new  roads  and  walks  in  the  area 
now  used  for  student  parking. 

Facilities  in  the  new  building 
will  include  a half  basement  to 


permanently  house  the  telephone 
switchboard  for  the  University 
and  campus  housing,  according 
to  Ben  Lewis.  Other  features  are 
laboratories  and  lecture  rooms  as 
well  as  many  offices  for  the 
various  departments  to  occupy 
the  building. 

Architectural  plans  'call  for 
some  of  these  labs  to  be  outside 
in  the  form  of  enclosed  patios 
and  terraces. 

“The  facilities,  as  anticipated, 
represent  the  most  current  think- 
ing as  it  relates  to  child  care  and 
development,  parental  guidance, 
food  preparation,  clothing  and 
textiles,  psysiology,  sociology  and 
nursing,”  Lewis  declared.  All 
these  departments  will  have 
areas  in  the  new  building,  which 
will  aid  and  increase  the  Univer- 
sity’s offerings  in  these  areas. 


BIG  FAMILY — Another  addition  to  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  family  of  buildings  is 
this  million-and-a-half  dollar  family  living 
building.

Women’s  Halls 
Being  Readied 
For  Next  Year 

Eight  new  women’s  residence 
halls,  costing  appr oximately 
$2,100,000,  when  completed  and 
furnished,  are  rapidly  taking 
form  on  the  northeast  side  of  the 
campus,  according  to  Ben  Lewis. 
Footings  and  foundations  are 
completed  for  one  of  the  build- 
ings, and  the  basement  dug  on 
another,  Lewis  said. 

Occupation  of  the  buildings  is 
planned  in  stages;  it  is  hoped  that 
two  will  be  ready  by  the  begin- 
ning of  school  next  fall,  with  two 
more  to  follow  in  time  for  winter 
quarter  and  the  rest  to  be  fin- 
ished by  the  following  summer. 
The  contract  is  held  by  Christian- 
sen Brothers  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
who  also  constructed  the  Eyring 
Science  Center  and  the  McKay 
Building.

Cougars  Tally  85%  to  Win 
First  Title  Since  1936; 
Three  Records  Tumble

Three  records  were  bettered 
and  two  were  tied  as  Brigham 
Young  University  crushed  its 
seven  other  rivals  in  the  Skyline 
conference  track  meet  last  Friday 
and  Saturday  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

Coach  Clarence  Robison’s  cham- 
pions tallied  85^  points  to  lead 
their  nearest  rival,  Montana,  by 
54%  points,  a new  record  as  far 
as  point  spreads  go.  New  Mexico 
picked  up  third  spot  and  Utah 
trailed  a poor  fourth. 

Records  Fall 

Three  conference  records  were 
broken  and  two  tied  at  the  big 
spikefest.  Hal  Norton  of  BYU 
shattered  the  javelin  mark  set 
Friday  by  teammate  Charlie  Hig- 
gins, as  Higgins  sat  on  the  side- 
lines with  a pulled  muscle.  Nor- 
ton wafted  the  wand  out  225  feet 
6 inches  to  break  the  previous 
mark  by  five  feet. 

Brigham  Young’s  crack  mile 
relay  quartet  of  Arlyn  Finlinson, 
Guy  Dehart,  Paul  Anderson  and 
Jim  Crittenden  set  a new  con- 
ference standard  of  2:19.8  in  the 
four  lapper  to  break  the  old  mark 
set  by  Montana  of  2:20.5. 

In  a race  where  this  very  rare- 
ly happens  Sherald  James,  Cou- 
gar distance  ace,  tied  his  own  two 
mile  record  with  a time  of  9:32.8. 
James  was  leading  in  the  mile 
when  a freak  mishap  with  an- 
other runner  caused  him  to  lose 
his  shoe. 


Denver  University’s  big  all- 
Conference  gridder  Larry  Ross 
set  a new  shot  put  record  with  a 
heave  of  51  feet  6 inches.  Marv 
Roberson  of  BYU  also  broke  the 
old  record  but  had  to  remain  be- 
hind Ross  with  a throw  of  51 
feet  3%  inches.  Both  men  in 
practice  throws  Saturday  exceed- 
ed the  52  foot  mark. 

Don  Brant  of  Montana  tied  the 
other  mark  when  he  toured  the 
100  yard  dash  in  the  time  of  9.5. 

Six  Firsts 

The  Cats  garnered  six  first 
places,  five  seconds,  one  tie  for 
second,  seven  thirds,  three 
fourths,  and  two  fifths.  Winners 
besides  the  record  breakers  were 
Arlyn  Finlinson  in  the  880,  Louis 
Chatterly  in  the  pole  vault,  and 
Willard,  Hirschi  in  the  high 
hurdles.

Leadership  Week  to  Feature 
Lectures  by  Relic  Collector 


Leadership  week,  which  will  be 
held  June  20-24,  will  feature  a 
series  of  lectures  by  the  owner 
of  the  World’s  largest  private 
collection  of  LDS  relic,  Wilford 
Wood,  according  to  Dr.  Ariel  L. 
Williams,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity physician. 

Among  the  items  to  be  exhib- 
ited' to  his  lecture  classes  are 
many  of  the  personal  possessions 
of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
said  Williams.  Also  included  is 
a photograph  of  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  brother  Hyrum  together, 
which  is  the  only  one  in  exist- 
ence. Williams  stated  that  all 
others  pictures  of  the  two  are 
paintings. 

Some  of  the  other  items  to  be 
shown  are  the  death  masks  of 
Joseph  and  Hyrum,  and  a Ma- 
sonic coin  which  was  in  the 
pocket  of  Joseph  when  he  was 
assassinated.  Williams  said  that 
numerous  other  items  from 


Wood’s  collection  will  be  on  ex- 
hibition in  the  windows  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center.  They 
will  include  a replica  of  the 
Nauvoo  Temple  baptismal  font 
and  a replica  in  tin  of  the  Isaac 
Hale  home  where  Joseph  Smith 
lived. 

Wood  has  recently  purchased 
several  historical  sites  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
day  Saints,  and  for  40  years  has 
been  traveling  and  gathering 
church  relics.  These  are  kept  in 
his  home  in  Woods  Cross,  Utah. 
Some  of  his  lectures  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  sites  he  has  pur- 
chased in  Missouri  and  Illinois.
